Europe is suffering heavy damage 
and loss of life, due to swollen river« |

Houses and factories have been flood­ 
ed and abandoned. Railway traffic Is 
interrupted and shipping is menaced. 
The total loss of life cannot be es­ 
timated. T he reports of heaviest loss 
of Ufo cam e from Rumania w here it 
is reported without confirmation that 
hundreds of lives have been lost. 
The dam age will mount Into m any 
millions of dollars. From Rum ania and 
Hungary it is reported th at it will be 
many weeks before norm al life can 
be resum ed and property restored. 
The danger« of tbe floods have not 
subsided. Floating ice chokes many 
rivers, causing them to dam and over 
flow. 
London reports that a gale is blow­ 
ing in from the Atlantic, giving hope 
that a cold wave and and end of the 
thaw will accompany it. 
Government agencies in the affected 
countries are doing their utmost to 
r e n d e r relief. In districts of Rumania
